With a clear majority in that committee, 
and a large majority in the convention, 
they gave the minority 8 votes out of 14 
contested votes, holding only 6 them- 
selves. In every case they had at least a 
plausible case. But they gave the mi- 
nority two counties solid, divided two 
other counties equally, and took one 
county solid. This sort of action is 
worthy of commendation. 

We cannot make predictions as to the 
result, and do not care to give advice. 
But it does seem that the vote ofthe 
counties as recorded demonstrates that 
Governor Colquitt is the choice of a large 
majority of the democrats of Georyia. 
He has 34 votes over a clear majority, 
and lacks only 24 of a two-thirds vote. 
He has 210 votes, while the highest man 
against him has about 65. It has been 
shown that the strength of Governor 
Colquitt isa permanent, positive and de- 
termined strength. We believe that the 
will of the people would be met, and an 
overwhelming victory assured by the 
speedy nomination of Governor Co!quitt. 


The Effect of the Sherman Letter. 

The effect of the publication of Gen- 
eral Hancock’s letter to General Sherman 
has been almost marvellous, and this ef- 
fect is by no means confined to demo- 
crats. It came upon the country like a 
revelation, and the best and most intel- 
ligent of the republican journals ackvowl- 
edge that it will exert an unmistakable 
influence upon the great body of the peo- 
ple who are not moved by mere partisan- 
ship. Between the lines the dullest voter 
can read the spirit and purpose ofa hero, 
a patriot and a statesman—a soldier filled 
with reverence for the civil institutions 


of the country. 

The partisan journals—the mere or- 
gans of the worst elements of republicans, 
are not certain what course to pursue 
with respect to this remarkable letter. 
A few have attempted to belittle it, 
while others think it best to call for the 
entire correspondence. The Cincinnati 
Gazette, for instance—the Billy Bowlegs 
of western journalism, says in its reckless 
way that it is now charged by those who 
are believed to know what they are talk- 
ing about, that the letter is not printed 
as it was written; in other words that 
it ras been doctgred. This _ is 
an attack both upon General Sher- 
man and Generel Hancock, and is so in- 
tended, and the charge is probably con- 
cocted by Boynton, whose measure was 
so recently taken by the general of the 
armies. We join the Gazette, however, 
in calling for the entire correspondence. 
It will form -one of the best campaign 
documents the democrats have ever had. 

Meantime, recurring to the letter al- 
ready made public, it is well to turn from 
the comments of partisans on both sides 
in order to discover how it will be re- 
ceived by the average voter.

It was written strictly in response toa request 

of the general of the army for his views concern- 
ing a critical civil emergency in which military 
interference might possibly be invoked. The po- 
litical predileciions ofthat eminent soldier were 
well known to be diverse from those of his cor- 
respendent, and the fact that he frankly sought 
his counsel under the circumstances implies in 
itselfa high compliment to General Hancock's 
study and judgment of civil affairs. We discard 
with ultercontempt the insinuation which has 
been thrown outin certain democratic quarters 
that the correspondence was induced by any dis- 
ingenious motive on General Sherman's part. Al- 
though his two letters which are mentioned in 
Gen. Hancock's reply have not yet been given to 
the public, the reply itself bears unimpeachable 
witness to the confidence and cordiality of the re- 
lations which existed between them and con- 
\inues unabated by any political divergence to 
the present day. There is not a shadow of reason 
to suppose that General Hancock’s counsel was 
not es patriotically sought as it was patriotically 
given. 
So much for the circumstances under which the 
letter was wiitten; and now, as to its substance, 
Geueral Hancock's friends well may invoke pub- 
lic judgment whether it does not prove him to be 
more than a mere soldier who knows nothing out 
side of the routine of military command and obe- 
dience— whether, indeed, it does not prove him to 
have been a conservative, high-minded, cool- 
headed, law-abiding citizen in one of the mast 
perilous periods through which the republic ever 
has passed. It is a letter which displays 
something more than common sense. It testifies 
to the possession of qualifications of statesmanship 
much more satisfactorily than the letter of accep- 
tance of the Cincinnati nomination. There isa 
ring in some of its passages which sounds like an 
echo of the spirit of the great constitutional era of 
the republic, the eraof Washington and Jefferson. 
All of General Hancock's published papers so far 
—and this especially—show that whatever may be 
his deficiencies there is no tendency to demagog- 
ism in his disposition, but that he is a sincere and 
patriotic and straightforward man, and if this 
fayorab:e impression continues unabated till 
November he certainly will have a good chance 
of success on election day.

General Hancock’s much-talked-of letter to 
General Sherman, bearing date December 2, 
1876, has at last been given to the public. It isan 
off-hand production, evidently the gen- 
eral’s own in every part. Whatever may 
be said of the authorship of cthes docu, 
ments, this, beyond douot, is his; and we 
ubhesitatingly pronounce it the most excellent 
aud extraordinary letteron the co.stituticn, on 
law and on public, military and civil duties ever 
written by an American general. It is in full 
harmony with the simple, plain, but transcend- 
ent constitutional principles enunciated in the 
Sun of the same date. “0 fair man, after résc- 
ing it, can say itis not a patriotic letter. The so- 
lution which this letter sets forth as applicable to 
the complicated situation of the time is the per- 
ception of a clear, steady head, and stands iu 
striking contrast with the confusion of ideas and 
the timidity which then possessed the democrats 
in congress. Hancock, the Constitation, and the 
Law: that is the ticket.

Indeed, from the day of the 
accession of Ulysses to what is practically 
the throne of the United States (with its 
more than regal patronage) he has never, 
so far as my observation goes, refused a 
rich man’s invitation to dinner nor sat at a 
poorman’s table. If it were my desire to 
wound him, I would refer to sumptuous 
boards where he has carelessly ailowed 
himself to patronize that were not entirely 
ad even of his own humble start in 
life. 

Presently, when he recovers from the 
stupefaction of therecent staggering blow 
at Chicago, he will slowly uncoil and 
stretch out again for profit. 

But to return to the presidential ques 
tion. I was always of the opinion, after 
what had happened in 1876, that Tilden 
was the Jogical and proper candidate for 
Cincinnati, and still believe he would have 
been elected —first, because the people 
throughout the land were yearning for a 
change.

A LOST TITLE. 


A Mederm BRemantic Episode in the 
Neble Mouse of De Clifford.

Clifford, who enjoyed the earldom of Cum- 
berland, and who, as stated by me in a re- 


cent r, stood next to the Percies in the 
northof Engiand. Of late years the ancient 
barony of De Clifford has through

All my readers areaware, no doubt, that 
the old bridge across the Thames of Bilack- 
friars was the work of au engineer named 
James Myline. It is not often that the 
architect of a peerage, and yet out of the 
merest accidents in the world, in which 
Mylnue figured as the principal hand, con- 
ferred that very arc.ent utile, or at all 
events its revival, upon a plain Somerset- 
shire gentieman. 

The story is told at some length in the 
“General Biographical Dictionary’ of 
Chambers. Its substance may be related as 
follows: “Mylne happened to be engaged 
in making some very great alterations and 
improvements at King’s Weston, sear Bris- 
tol, for the late Lord de Clifford, then Mr. 
Southwell, who had known him at Rome 
and who had conceived a very high opinion 
of his talents, for a sight of bis (then) new 
bridge at Biackfriars. Oa Mr. Mylue’s ar- 
rival there hecommenced making some 


the back part of the house a small room, 
qa Which apparently there was no means of 
,;ccess. It was resolved accordingly to cut 
ntoitfrom the outside. On obtaining an 
entrance they found to their great astonish- 
ment, a quantity of old family plate and a 
pile of wusty papersand parchments. These 
were deciphered by the aid of a local 
antiquary,.#nd the result was that among 
them were found the original records of a 
barony granted to that family in the reign 
of Henry LIL. The family pedigree was 
hunted up and set forth, the Heralds’ col- 
lege was consulted, the matter was brought 
under the attention of the house of lords, a7 
petition to the king to have the c!aim sub- 
mitted to a committee of privileges was 
duly presented and favorably received; at 
last, after a short interval, during which 
every link in the chain of proof was closely 
examined and established to the satisfaction 
of the committee, the king received the 
dormant title, and Mr. Southwell took his 
seat among the peers of England, as second 
on the roll of barons, in 1776. 

The room in which these parers were 
found had in all probability been closed up 
for the sake of security during the ‘‘troub- 
lous times’ of the reign of Charles I, and 
had never been opened subsequently—up- 
ward ofacentnry. The absence of damp 
and the exclusion of air no doubt had 
contributed tuo tbe preseryation of the 
precious documents which conferred a coro- 
net on Mr. Edward Southwell. The title, 
at the death of the nobleman’s son and 
successor, fell in abeyance, which was ter- 
minated, 1843, in favor ef his eldest daugh- 
ter, Sopbia, who married Captain John 
Russell, and whose grandson is the present 
bolder of it.
